Major Hills, in supporting a large inspectorate, 
pointed out that of every ten babies that were 
born, about seven or eight were attended by mid- 
wives. It was therefore of urgent importance: 
that midwives should be as efficient as- possible. 

Mr. Fisher’s final speech was very lukewarm; 
he pointed out that it was not a Bill of the Local 
Government Board, but of the Privy Council; his 
chief point was that it was a very strong position 
for the county members to take up that under no 
circumstances whatever ought the county councils 
to be allowed to del gate the powers of super ision 
and inspection of midwives. Certain centres, such 
as Lewisham, with a population of 168,000, with 
a very complete maternity and child welfare 
scheme, asked for delegation. The London County 
Council found that to inspect efficiently it must 
appoint at least two more members to its inspec- 
torate. Mr. Fisher thought the opening up of the 
question was very useful in leading the Council 
to survey its own resources, and to strengthen 
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
